Me­ 
diation chiefly offers advice to parties 
a t conflict and devises a means for 
the com position of international dele­ 
gates. 


Chief W ork Has Been Done. 


The m ediators consider that their 
chief work has been done. 
They have 
draw n up a series of protocols set­ 
ting forth the conditions under which 
th e United States will recognize a new 
governm ent. 
W hen a satisfactory governm ent is 
.established American forces will be 
w ithdraw n and both international and 
national problem s solved. 
originally the three diplom ats ten ­ 
dered th eir good offices to avert war.

plished. 
In the acceptance by the 
United States of their tender of good 
offices hope was expressed by Secre­

Severance was asleep when the fire 
started and when the flames swept 
through the windows into his room 
he was burned severely about the head 
and body.

Congress did pass a law lim iting the 
contributions of any candidate for the 
senate to $10,000 and for th e house $5.- 
000, but provided no punishm ent for a 
greater expenditure.

prim ary 
campaign, 
which is a vindication of the claim 
of many members th at the prim ary is 
a purely state function and that the 
national governm ent has nothing what- 
ever to do with it. 
Senator Owen of Oklahoma, who has 
given a great deal of attention to such 
1 m atters, bas introduced a series of 
( bills intending to strictly lim it expendi- 
tures and to prevent men from indi- 
I rectly spending money to secure elec- 
j tions to the senate and house.

I are m any methods used by men of 
wealth to secure support, and it is the j 
aim of the Owen bills to force a strict 
adherence to the spirit of the legists- j 
tion. 


T o Correct an Abuse. 
One of the bills which Owen bas In­ 
troduced provides th a t a candidate 
shall not contribute, nor shall he be 
asked to contribute to any charitable, 
fraternal or religious cause or organi 
zatin. 
Nor Is he to subscribe or ask 
to subscribe to the support of a club, 
nor to buy tickets to an entertainm ent 
or ball; nor to subscribe to space in a 
periodical

Vienna, July I.—Owing to the dif­ 
ficulty of finding accom m odations and 
a desire to spare Em peror Francis 
Joseph the fatigue of entertaining for­ 
eign sovereigns the German em peror 
will be the only foreign m onarch to 
attend the funeral of the late Arch­ 
duke Francis Ferdinand and his wife, 
the 
Duchess of 
Hohenburg, 
whose 
bodies are now on the way to Vienna 
from Sarajevo. 
The exception was m ade in Em­ 
peror W illiam 's favor because of his 
close personal friendship for the dead 
archduke. 
E m peror Francis Joseph continues 
to bear up bravely under his bereave­ 
ment. 


Minnesota's 
Fiscal 
Year 
1914 Will 


Total $41,000,000. 
St. Paul, July I.—The total volume 
of business of the state of M innesota 
for the fiscal y 'a r ending July 31, 
1914, will approxim ate $41,000,000. 
The volume for the first eleven 
m onths of the year, a t the close of 
business June 30, was $38,823,124.42. 
For the entire fiscal year ending 
July 31, 1913, the receipts and dis­ 
bursem ents aggregated but $36,769,- 
163.37, or more than $2,000,000 less 
than those for eleven m onths of this 1 
year. 
These statistics are contained in a 
statem ent issued by W alter J. Smith, 
state treasurer, and show the rapid 
growth of the volume of business of 
the state of M innesota in the various 
phases of its governm ent activities. 
At the close of business June 30 
there was a balance of $2,518,878.86 
in the state treasury.

Second Wife of Plaintiff Has Decree 


Recorded. 


Janesville, 
Wig., July 1.—In 1867 
John K. W hite, a farm er residing near 
Edgerton, secured a divorce from his 
wife, M argaret Ann W hite, the decree 
being granted by Judge W. F. Lyons 
in circuit court.

Helena, Mont., July I.—The Mon­ 
tana railroad commission has been ad­ 
vised by Attorney General Kelly that 
it has authority to establish one rate 
for outgoing business and another for 
inbound business.

A question of fact 
is thus presented to it and, in decid­ 
ing the question, the rule to be ob­ 
served is th at which is ju st and rea­ 
sonable under existing circum stances, 
and so far as possible, uniform ity 
com m ensurate with 
the public 
wel- ! 
fare under sim ilar conditions. 
The ! 
name applied to the rate is immate- ; 
rial. 
The commission, therefore, has 
the authority, when in its judgm ent 
conditions justify it, to establish one 
rate for outgoing business and another 
for Inbound business.”

President Wilson Signs Naval Appro­ 


priation Bill. 
W ashington. July I.— President W il­ 
son's signature to the naval appro­ 
priation bill authorized the construc­ 
tion of two super-dreadnaughts and 
fourteen auxiliary war vessels and 
the building of a third huge battle­ 
ship with proceeds from the sale of 
the Idaho and M ississippi.

Pittsburg,

I.—Form er 
Presi­ 
dent Roosevelt made his first speech 
here in the 1914 cam paign. 
He spent 
five hours in Pittsburg and was wel­ 
comed enthusiastically. 
In his ad­ 
dress before the 
Pennsylvania Pro­ 
gressive league he criticises the poli­ 
cies of the W ilson adm inistration, at­ 
tacked Senator Boies Penrose and ap­ 
pealed for support of the Progressive 
ticket. 
It was apparent aa soon as Colonel 
Roosevelt began to speak th at he did 
not possess his form er strength and 
vigor. There was a noticeable change 
in his m anner, as com pared with th a t 
of two years ago, when he was en­ 
gaged in his previous campaign. 
Colonel Roosevelt made tho trip to 
Pittsburg against the advice of his 
physician and it was felt that the re­ 
sult would go far tow ard indicating 
to what extent he would be able to 
in the Progressive party ’s 
battle of the next four m onths. 


Throat Still Trouble* Him. 


He spoke with com parative ease, 
after the

but 
there was a huskiness in his vole* 
which showed that his throat was still 
troubling bim. Persons in the rear of 
the building at tim es found It difficult 
to hear bim.

The Wilson adm inistration’s poli­ 
cies, Colonel Roosevelt said, are re­ 
sponsible for backward business and 
unemployment. No progress has been 
made, he said, toward solution of th© 
trust question, and on this potut he 
went into what he later said was the 
most com prehensive statem ent vt his 
position he ever had made.

St. Paul, July I.—The total volume 
of business of the state of Minnesota 
for the fiscal . *ar ending July 31, 
1914, will approximate $41,000,000. 
The volume for the first eleven 
months of the year, at the close of 
business June 30, was $38,823,124.42. 
For the entire fiscal year ending 
July 31, 1913, the receipts and dis­ 
bursements aggregated but $3(5,769,- 
163.37, or more than $2,000,000 less 
than those for eleven months of this 
year. 
These statistics are contained in a 
statem ent issued by W alter J. Smith, 
state treasurer, and show* the rapid 
growth of the volume of business of 
the state of Minnesota in the various 
phases of its government activities. 
At the close of business June 30 
there was a balance of $2,518,878.86 
in the state treasury.

Washington, July I.— Five hundred 
members of the General Federation 
of Women’s Clubs marched to tile 
White House and drew from Presi­ 
dent Wilson a final refusal to accede 
to demands that he support the move­ 
ment for a woman suffrage am end­ 
ment to the federal Constitution. 
The president reiterated his state- 
men to previous delegations that his 
party had not embodied this question 
in its platform and then for the first 
time announced his personal convic­ 
tion that the suffrage Issue was one 
for settlement by the states and not 
by the federal government.

He spent 
five hours in Pittsburg and was wel­ 
comed enthusiastically. 
In his ad­ 
dress before the Pennsylvania Pro­ 
gressive league he criticises the poli­ 
cies of the Wilson administration, at­ 
tacked Senator Boies Penrose and ap­ 
pealed for support of (he Progressive 
ticket. 
It was apparent as soon as Colonel 
Roosevelt began to speak that he did 
not possess his former strength and 
vigor. There was a noticeable change 
in his manner, as compared with that 
of two years ago, when ho was en­ 
gaged in his previous campaign 
Colonel Roosevelt made tho trip to 
Pittsburg against the advice of his 
physician arui it was felt that the re­ 
sult would go far toward indicating 
to what extent he would he able to 
take part in the Progressive party's 
battle of the next four months.

No more scandalous ap­ 
peal could be made than to return 
him to power to right the wrongs for 
which he is primarily responsible.” 
The Wilson administration's poli­ 
cies, Colonel Roosevelt said, are re­ 
sponsible for backward business and 
unemployment. No progress has been 
made, he said, toward solution of the 
trust question, and on this point he 
went into what he later said was the 
most comprehensive statem ent of his 
position he ever had made.

Cost of Firing Naval Guns. 
The guns used in the navy range 
from six inch to fourteen inch caliber 
of bore. The six inch gun carries a IOO 
pound shell, seven inch guns 105 pound 
shell, eight inch guns 250 pounds, ten 
inch guns 500 pounds, twelve inch guns 
850 pounds, thirteen inch 1,100 pounds.
